ROOSEVELT AND HIS POLICY 


House P asse s a Resolution Endorsing) 


the President and Com m e n d in g His 


Efforts to Regulate Railroad Traffic 


and Suppres s Lawlessness. 


St. Paul, April l l . —When tho bill 
passed by the house Tuesday contain­ 
ing a schedule 
of commodity 
ratec 
somewhat higher than those contained 
In the order of the railroad and ware 
house commission of a few months ago 
mid now tied up in litigation reached 
the senate a motion 
to suspend tho 
rules and pass the Dill wns made by 
Senator F. IT. Peterson of Moorhead, 
but after some debate the bill was sent 
to t1ic» railroad committee to be printed 
and reported back not later than Fri­ 
day. 
An additional appropriation of $40,- 
000 for legislative 
expenses for the 
session is provided for in a hill Intro­ 
duced by Senator 
F. II 
Peterson of 
Moorhead. 
This makes the total ap- 
oroprintion for this purpose this ses­ 
sion $190,000, a bill containing an ap­ 
propriation of $150,000 having te en in­ 
troduced the first day of the session. 
The senate passed tho hill providing 
for summer 
sessions at the 
normal 
schools and appropriating $30,000 for 
this purpose. 
The 
bill was slightly 
amended 
In 
the 
house 
and 
these 
amendments were approved 
by the 
senate. 
The senate spent considerable time 
considering primary election bills and 
Senator McCoII’b bill providing for the 
selection 
of a candidate for 
United 
States senator from this state by di­ 
rect vote of the people. 


Anti-Cigarette 
Bill 
Killed. 
The senate killed the Sundberg anti- 
cigarett® bill by a vote of 31 yeas and 
21 nays, the affirmative vote being just 
one vote short of a majority. 
The hill 
prohibited the manufacture, 
sale or 
giving away of cigarettes and cigar­ 
ette papers within the state, and ex 
erupted 
Jobbers doing 
an interstate 
business from the provisions of tho 
act. 
Th* prevention of the sale of milk 
or cream 
or any other 
products of 
milk of tuberculous cows, is the ob­ 
ject of a bill introduced by Senator J 
W. Wright of Litchfield. 
The bill pro 
vldes t Ii at before any person owning 
cows shall sell the milk, he shall ha vt 
them tested 
for tuberculosis 
by the 
tuberculin® 
test. 
Tty some 
licensed 
graduate 
veterinarian. 
The 
veteri­ 
narian making the test shall certify 
the results to the live stock sanitary 
hoard and if no traces of disease are 
disclosed by 
the test, copies 
of the 
certificate shall be filed with the local 
hoard of health, 
lf the test discloses 
a trace of disease the veteriartan must 
report the same to the live stock sani­ 
tary hoard. 
Senator W. W. Dunn’s bill providing 
for the election by nil political parties 
of 
delegates 
to county 
conventions 
which are held for the purpose of elect 
inc, delegates to state conventions was 
passed. 
The 
bill 
prohibiting the 
sale 
of 
liquors 
and 
cigarettes 
within 
on* 
mile of T he state agricultural college, 
introduced by Representative 
N. J 
Helm berg of Renville, was passed in 


t h e house. 
The house 
passed forty-six 
bills. 
Among the hills passed was the Ram­ 
sey county bill authorizing St. Paul to 
Issue $1,000,000 bonds for capital ap­ 
proaches. 
A resolution ordering the state rail 
road commission to inquire into the 
freight rates iii force on the ore car­ 
rying roads in this state was passed 
in tile house. 


President Roosevelt Endorsed. 


G. J. Swendsen of St. James offered 
a resolution in the house comrnondin 
tho efforts of President. Roosevelt to 
regulate the railroad 
traffic and re 
quosting the senators and representa­ 
tives in congress to absist the pres! 
dent in Insuring a square deal to all. 
The resolution 
was adopted 
In the 
house by a rising vote, though not a 
unanimous vote. 
Tile resolution fol 
lows; 
“Whereas, The public pros® of tin 
nation has been and is teeming with 
personal, infamous 
and virulent 
at 
tacks made by E. FT. Harriman and hi 
crowd, Instituted for 
the purpose of 
casting slurs and insinuations r e f l e c t 
ing upon the voracity of our president, 
Theodore Roosevelt, thereby seeking 
to imperil the integrity of the nation: 
“Therefore, Be it resolved, by th* 
house of representatives, the senate 
concurring, that we heartily commend 
the heroic efforts being put forth by 
our president in his endeavor to regu 
late the railroad traffic and suppress 
the lawlessness with which it abounds, 
thereby emulating the immortal Wash­ 
ington, who said ‘Eternal vigilance is 
the salvation of the nation.’ 
“Resolved, 
further,

representatives in congress to assist 
our president In passing laws to eft!-

ON LABELING OF WHISKEY 


Atto rn ey General Bonaparte Renders 
an Opinion. 
Washington, April l l . —The long ex­ 
pected opinion 
of Attorney 
General

food law has been made public at the 
White House.

“Imitation whiskey will bo labeled 
as such.”

The letter was 
referred to the legislative committee 
and finance committees jointly. 
The secretary stated under unfinished 
business th a t Dr. W alter Courtney had 
at last meeting announced his intention 
of presenting an am endm ent to the by­ 
laws regarding the payment of dues, 
but that gentleman was not present and 
tho matter went over till next meeting. 
Under the head of new business Con. 
O ’Brien introduced Jay Henry Long, of 
Mankato. 
Mr. Long and Mr. Hare, a 
Mankato banker, have associated them 
selves with Goo. A. McKinley in the 


cedar and lumber business. 
Mr. Long 
stated to the club that the lease under 
which Mr. (McKinley held the land be­ 
longing to the city, provided for the c u t­ 
ting of cedar and no other wood and 
th a t as the members of the firm had 12,- 
(XX) acres of land of their own on which 
there was hard wood, spruce and tam a­ 
rack which they must cut at tho same 
time as the cedar, they wished to have 
the lease changed so as to permit the 
sawing of other kinds of timber. 
They 
were willing, he stated to pay instead of 
the $1 per year, say $50 per year for the 
use of the ground with th a t change in 
Hie lease. 
He stated further, that if 
they got this permission they would em­ 
ploy 75 to IOO men at the mill and yard 
for practically the entire year. 
Ha also 
pointed out that the mill and all other 
personal property would add to tho tax 
roll of Brainerd. 
Aldermen Farrar and Drexler and 
Mayor Wise were called upon for ex­ 
pressions of opinion in the m atter and 
all urged the advisability of granting 
the requested change. 
Mr. Wise stated 
th a t the question of the mill possibly 
entering into competition with nny ex­ 
isting industry should not be considered. 
He was selling wood, b u t if the cedar 
yard could put mill wood onto the m ar­ 
k e t cheaper than he could, so much 
better for the citizens and he would say 
let them come. 
A resolution asking the 
council to make the requested change 
in the lease was presented and its adop­ 
tion 
m oved by Con. O’Brien. 
It was 
seconded by several members nnd unan­ 
imously adopted, and the m anufactur 
ing committee was requested to take 
the m atter up with the council. 
J. M. Elder called the attention of the 
club to a Gill that had passed the state 
senate appropriating $*200,DOO for good 
roads, but taking it out of the hands of 
the highway commission nnd placing it 
with the county 
commissioners. 
He 
stated that without wishing to reflect 
on the county conunissioners, he be­ 
lieved it to be a great mistake. The high­ 
way commission had done much consid­ 
ering 
that tho money would be more 
wisely spent by them than by the coun­ 
ty commissioners. 
The good roads com­ 
mittee was instructed to take immedi­ 
ate action to ask our representatives 
to work against the bill and if possible 
prevent its becoming a law in its pres­ 
ent form. 
The meeting then adjourned.

N O R T H VV KST C A N A D A T IK I) U P 
St. Baul Dispatch: 
Traffic conditions 
on tho Canadian N orthern railway are 
reported in worse shape than they have 
been on any W estern road this year 
Although only scanty reports are re­ 
ceived in St. Baul telling of the present 
state of affairs, there isonough informa 
tion to show th at the line is completely 
tied up in the west. 
All freight offices have had notices of 
the embargo on shipm ents vest, of Kara 
asaek, and passenger travel - limited to 
the same point. 
The present tie-up has been caused 
by the terrific blizzards which have been 
sweeping over W estern Canada, piling 
up drifts in all corners and leaving tho 
railroad officials helpless. 
It has been 
reported that from 1,200 to 1,500 cars 
have been tied up between Emerson and 
St. Vincent. 
Most of the cars are load 
ed with immigrants who passed through 
St. Paul last week en route for their 
new homes in the west. 
Cars of im mi­ 
grants and cattle are tied up by the 
hundreds at all term inal points and it 
is said that the suffering at tim os has 
been intense. 
The Great N orthern railway has been 
supplying the sufferers with provisions 
for their cattle and for themselves, and 
is doing everything possible to help the 
Canadian N orthern get on its foot. 
T he blockade in tho north is begin 
nig to affect all other linos. 
At 
the 
Minnesota Transfer and at other ter 
minal points, cars have f eon delayed so 
th at the congestion is hindering all 
roads.
